Foatures of a Bill Reported to the House,
Wasrixavox, I, C,, June 4.—A feature of
the bill making appropristions for the sup-
port of the agricaltural report for the fiscal
year 1804 reported by Chuirman Hatch to
the Hrouase, is that section providing that the
wonthly erop report issued on the 101 h of
spich maonth shiall be confined strictly to a
satement of the percentage totals, without
comment or nrgument, and that it shall be
submaitted tothe secretnry of agriculture,
who sha!l officially spprove the report be
fore it 18 fssued or published.  Another fea-
ture transfors from the secretury of the
trewsury to the seeretary of agriculture the
surervision of the admission of animals for
brexling purposes; sach animals as the sec-
retary of agriculture deems worthy of ine
trodnetion into the United States for breed.
ng purposes shall be admitted free of duty.

Two Hundred IMau Bulioved to Be Dend.
Twenty-Five Bodies Recovered,
Puaove, June 2.—=The tinibers wsed in
supporting the roof of the fnmous Birken-
berg silver ming fn Bobemin canght fire
vesterday atdd the flmwes sprend o the
whele interior, where H00 men were working
AlL bt 40 of these escuped, the Intter being
sullocated, Fourteen bodies bave been re-
covered
Heports th's

evening thow
mine disaster is far worse than  was sup-
posod. It wae belioved that only 40 men
were missing, but inguiry revealed the fact
that vearly 200 miners were left in the  pit.
A wecond rescue panty went down  and  re
torned with 11 more dend bodies. They snid
that they could bear shouts and growns far
off in the mine, A foreman snd seven men
who tried to moake their way in the direc
tion where the ehouts and grouns hind been
heard, were enveloped in o gulf of fire and
smoke. Four men fell unconscious.  Thelr
four companions tried to drag thewmn nway,
Lut were compelled to run for their lves
anyl leave the men to die. Thousand of men,
women und chilldres ure lu the Gelds arownd
the pit.
